i^ribnte Paid to the Statesmanship of 
Mr. Bandall—Other Capital 
lliews. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The com- 
mittee on appropriations, of -which Mr. 
Bandall was chairman for a namber of 
years, met to-day and adopted a memor- 
ial setting forth the great services per- 
formed by Mr. Bandall as the head of 
the committee, and paying a tribute to 
his ability, honesty and worth as a 
statesman. 


The president sent to the senate to- 
day the nomination of Henry B. Eitchie, 
of Florida, to be collector of customs for 
the district of Saint Augustine, Fla. 


The naval appropriation bill was called 
up and the house rejected the amend- 
ment of the committee of the whole, 
striking out the clause providing for the 
construction of three fast line battle 
ships, by a vote of Í04 to 132 and the 
bill was passed. 


The supreme court yesterday decided 
the habeas corpus case of Deputy Mar- 
shal Neagle, indicted by the California 
courts for killing Judge Terry, who, it 
was claimed, was menacing the life of 
Justice Field. 
Justice Miller, who 
writes the opinion, holds that there -v^as 
a settled determination, amounting to a 
conspiracy, between .'Judge Terry and 
his wife, to assault Justice Field, and 
that,^ under his instructions from the 
United States attorney general, Neagle 
was justified in taking Terry's life in 
order to protect Field. 


This would be a defense in a state 
court. 
Then Justice Miller declares 
that Justice Field was in the discharge 
of his duties in traveling to his circuit, 
and was entitled, to all the protection 
the law could give him. In view of 
these facts, Neagle was justified in 
shooting Terry, and as he was acting 
under the laws of the United States, he 
could not be amenable to the California 
law. 
" 


The supreme court will adjourn for 
the term May 19. 


A bill for a canal around Niagara falls 
has been favorably reported to the house. 


Troops are asked to suppress a threat- 
ened Indian uprising on the Tongue 
river, Montana. 


Senator Walthall has presented a me- 
morial from Vicksburg citizens asking 
liberal levee appropriations.

The manifesto unanimously 
recommends the observance by the 
workingmen of Germany of May 1st, 
provided an assurance can be had that 
no attempt will be made by the police 
to provoke a collision. 


The manifesto recommends that the 
day be observed as one of rest from 
toil, and that meetings be everywhere 
called to petition the reichstag in favor 
of the eight hour. day. 
An appeal 
signed by every socialist deputy to the 
reichstag except

prisoned, has been addressed to the

workingmen. 
The appeal 
urgently calls upon the workingmen to 
avoid that conflict with the authorities 
which their opponents hope will occur 
on the occasion of the May demonstra- 
tion. 


THE FIKE F-EA'D. 


Immense Coal Pockets Destroyed 
Pennsylvania.

CABBONDAiiE, Pa., April 15.—The im- 
mense coal pockets owned by the Dela- 
ware and Hudson company were de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday, together with 
twenty-five loaded cars and 2,000 tons 
of coal in the shutes. The pockets were 
about 900 feet long. 
Nearly 200 men 
are thrown out of employment. 
The 
fire is believed to be the work of incen- 
aries. The loss is estimated at $35,000, 
and is made good by the company's 
plan of self-insurance. 


FBANKLIN, Ind., April 15.—Ihe large 
residence and barn of Mr. Mullikin, of 
Ninevah township, were discovered on 
fire yesterday, and before aid arrived 
were totally consumed. Loss complete; 
insurance, $1,300. Mr. Mullikin has 
taken a prominent part in politics in his 
township and has made enemies there- 
by. It is charged that the above loss is 
due to his political activity. 


ASHLAND, Pa., April 15.—The fire 
which wis discovered yesterday in the 
culm banks at the Big Bun colliery is 
still raging fiercely this morning, but as 
yet has not reached the mine and the 
officials are making surveys to ascertain 
if the North Ashland creek can be turn- 
ed on the fire to prevent its spreading. 
The bottom of the bank is a seething 
mass of fire and it will require the re- 
moval of many tons of culm before the 
fire can be reached. 


MADBID, April 15.—Thus far the effort 
to control the fire which broke out in 
the city gas works last night has been 
unsuccessful, anif the fire is still burn- 
ing. As a consequence Madrid will be 
in darkness to-night, as it was last night. 


KlJ.K.L.rX SHOT. 


Two Slashed Robbers Killed by a 
Fourteen-Year-Old Boy. 


DONIPHAN, Mo., April 15.—Two of a 
gang of four masked Ku Klux who vis- 
ited the residence of an old man named 
Holland, living on the Fink place, nine- 
teen miles southwest of here, last Satur- 
day for the purpose of whipping him, 
were killed by Holland's fourteen-year- 
old son. They were identified as Ed. 
Gillam, jr., son of a well-to-do farmer, 
and Alex. Gatewood, who bore rather a 
bad reputation. About six months ago 
Holland, who had been outspoken in 
his denunciation of the Eu Klux, was 
taken from his bed and whipped in a 
most brutal manner.

CHICAGO, April 15.—The 
building 
trade in Chicago was almost at a stand- 
still this morning.

penters have fulfilled their promise to 
tie up the town. 


A few attempts to do work were made 
by the bosses, but in most instances but 
one man reported for work where fifty 
should have been engaged. 


Eeports from the strikers' agents at 
Bacine and other points, where the 
bosses have sent men to hire carpenters, 
were to the effect that none of the crafts- 
men would come here to take their 
striking brothers' places. 


INDIANAPOMS, Ind., April 15.—Eight 
hundred carpenters are to-day on a 
strike for the eight hour day and thirty- 
cents an hour. 


The contractors were notified three 
months ago that the demand for a 
shorter day and better pay would go 
into force to-day, but they have taken 
no steps toward meetieg the demand of 
their employes. 


The strikers are determined and say 
they will not work until their demands 
are acceded to.

Supposed to Have Been Murdered for 
the Purpose of Bobbery. 


CHICAGO, April 15.—The circumstan- 
ces surrounding the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Vernon L. Everett, a 
student at Chicago medical college, 
indicate that a trap was set for him by 
some unknown murderers for the pur- 
pose of robbery. 


The missing man is the son of Dr. T. 
Everett, of Grinnel, Iowa. He left his 
home. No. 2,823 South Park avenue, on 
Thursday evening, April 30, saying that 
he was going to see a sick man on 
Halstead street, and has never returned, 
nor has he been seen since by anyone 
who knew him. 


It is not known how the summons to 
attend the sick man came, whether by 
messenger, telephone or the mail, but 
the tough character of Halstead street at 
night has aroused the fears of his friends 
that the summons was a decoy and that 
the student was waylaid, murdered and 
robbed on his way to or from the sick 
man's hou?e. 


He wore a valuable gold watch and 
chain and some other jewelry and had a 
well filled pocketbook. 
His father is 
now in Chicago trying to find some clue 
with which to unravel the mystery.

Building and Loan associations have 
become one of the important features of 
industrial economy in Indiana under 
the encouragement of favorable laws. 
The report on these institutions for t^e 
year 1889, which has now been com- 
pleted by William A. Peele, of the state 
bureau of statistics, shows the vast ex- 
tent to which they have entered, into the 
material prosperity of the wage earners 
of the state. 


The report places the number of 
building and loan associations in active 
operation in In.diana in 1889 at áOO. 
New ones are being constantly formed, 
but the number of those completing 
their terms, paying out and closing up 
their business is almost equal to the 
number of new ones. This is true be- 
cause of a late tendency to consolidate 
small associations for tiie sake of econ- 
omy in operating expenses. 
Thus, 
while the number of persons interested 
in associations is steadily increasing, 
the number of individual organizations 
remains almost stationary. The actual 
cost of operating an association with a 
large membership is no more than that 
necess^ to carry on a small concern. 
The per cent, of the earnings necessary 
to defray expenses in the larger associa- 
tion is consequently smaller and the net 
profits greater. 


The statistician secured data from 174 
associations scattered throughout the 
state. The capital stock of the 174 as- 
sociations aggregates $49,004,000, the 
greatest capital of any one association 
being 
$1,000,000, and the smallest 
$20,000. A total of 20,112 shareholders 
is reported by 160 associations, and as 
these are generally heads of families, it 
is estimated that in the 160 about 100,- 
000 persons are interested in a monetary 
way. 


One of the most striking features of 
the reports is seen in the relation of 
wage workers—^persons who work by 
the day, week or month for hire—to the 
total number of shareholders. 
The 
latter is 20,112, and of this number 12, 
482, more than three-fifths of all, are 
wage workers. Again, the total amount 
of loans is reported at $4,460,442, and 
of this sum $3,204,820, or more loan 
three-fourths, is borrowed by the wage- 
working classes. 
As all or nearly all 
the money borrowed by these classes is 
put into homes, it is evident that their 
comfort and independence is being 
vastly enhanced. The good done by the 
associations to individuals is no greater 
than that done the communities. 


When the wage^worker secures 
home of his own he becomes a better 
citizen in every sense as his interests 
and those of his neighbors become iden 
tical. The faithfulness with which the 
shareholders keep up their dues is shown 
by the fact that though nearly four and 
a-half millions of dollars were loaned in 
1889 by the 174 associations reported 
the total amount of forfeitures amounted 
to but $40,501. The total number of 
shares reported was 358;255; the num 
ber of loans 8,940 and the total profits 
$710,139^__

Parties owning building lots, which 
they are tiying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and so far oat, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
daring the present centaiy, are en- 
deavoring to hidt the rash of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if pat down low enough to drain cellars, 
woald not operate in times of great 
floc^t suad would only admit water to 
celiars ihey were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
the following reasons: 


First : Fort Wayne residences had no 
sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has even the 
oenti^ p«rt of the residence portion of 
thedty been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 
ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tipns to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can be so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 
with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without a sewer, 


Futh: When sewers are wanted civil 
engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so ea^y and so cheaply sewered as 
La]^i;eside. The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effeat of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet wUl be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
as soon as the fiood reaches the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewer^e be thus pumped into 
the river. .This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not lively the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be practically 
nothing. This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than $5,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.

Building and Loan associations havi 


become one of the important features o_ 
industrial economy in Indiana under 
the encouragement of favorable laws. 
The report on these institutions for the 
year 1889, which has now been com- 
pleted by William A. Peelo, of the state 
bureau of statistics, shows the vast ex- 
tent to which they have entered into tho 
material prosperity of the wage earners 
of the state. 


The report places the number of 


building and loan associations in active 
operation in Indiana in 1889 at 400. 
New ones are being constantly formed, 
but the number of those completing 
their terms, paying out and closing up 
their business is almost equal to the 
number of new ones. This is true be- 
cause of a late tendency to consolidate 
small associations for the sake of econ- 
omy in operating expenses. 
Thus, 


while the number of persons interested 
in associations is steadily increasing, 
the number of individual organizations 
remains almost stationary. The actual 
cost of operating an association with a 
large membership is no more than that 
necessary to carry ou a small concern. 
The per cent, of the earnings necessary 
to defray expenses in the larger associa- 
tion is consequently smaller and the net 
profits greater. 


The statistician secured data from 174 


associations scattered throughout the 
state. The capital stock of the 174 as- 
sociations aggregates $49,004,000, the 
greatest capital of any one association 
being 
§1,000,000, and the 
smallest 


820,000. A total of 20,112 shareholders 
is reported by 160 associations, and as 
these are generally heads of families, it 
is estimated that in the 160 about 100,- 
000 persons are interested in a monetary- 
way. 


One of the most striking features of 


the reports is seen in the relation of 
wage workers—persons who work by 
the day, week or month for hire—to the 
total number of shareholders. 
The 


latter is 20,112, and of this number 12,- 


482, 
more than three-fifths of all, are 


wage workers. Again, the total amount 
of loans is reported at 84,460,442, and 
of this sum §3,204,820, or more loan 
three-fourths, is borrowed by the wage- 
working classes. 
As all or nearly all 


the money borrowed by these classes is 
put into homes, it is evident that their 
comfort and independence is 
being 


vastly enhanced. Tho good done by the 
associations to individuals is no greater 
than that done the communities. 


When the wage-worker secures a

The reiMjrt oil these- institutions for the 
year iSSy, which lias now beeu coui- 
plt-U-d by William A. I'.vle, uf the btate 
bureau of statUtit*. tuxws the vtut ex- 
teat to tttiidi they ha\e t-uterod into the 
mutt-rial prosperity yf tho wage earners 
of the state. 


The report places tho number of 


building and loau associations in active 
operation iu Indiana iu 1889 at 400. 
New ones are being wnslautly formed, 
but the uuniber of those completing 
their terms, paying out and closing up 
their business is almost equal to the 
number of new oueti. This is truo be- 
cause of a late toudcncy to consolidate 
email associations for the sake of econ- 
omy in. operating excuse*. 
Thus, 


while the number of persons interested 
in associations is hteadily increasing, 
the number of individual organisations 
remains almost stationary. The actual 
cost of operating an association with a 
large membership ia no more thau that 
necessary to carry on a small concern. 
Tho per cent, of the earnings necessary 
to defray expenses iu the larger associa- 
tion is consequently smaller and the net 
profits greater. 


Tho stotiBtioiau secured data from 174 


associations scattered throughout thy 
state. Tho capital stock of the 171 as- 
sociations aggregates $49,004,000, tho 
greatest capital of auy one association 
being 
81,000,000, and the smallest 


820,000. A total of 20,112 shareholders 
is reported by 1GO associations, and as 
these are generally heads of families, it 
is estimated that in the 1GO about 100,- 
000 persons ore interested in, a monetary 


ay. 
One of the most striking features of 


the reports is seen in the relation of 
wage workers—pereons who work by 
thi day, week or month for hire—to tha 
total number of shareholders. 
The 


latter is 20,112, and of this number 12,- 


482, more thau three-fifths of all, are 
wage workers. Again, tho total amount 
of loans is reported at 84,400,442, and 
of this sum 83,204,820, or more loau 
three-fourths, ia borrowed by the wage- 
working classes. 
As all or nearly all 


the money borrowed by these classes is 
put into homes, it is evident that their 
comfort and independence is being 
vastly enhanced. Tho good done by the 
associations to individuals is no greater 
than that done the communities. 


When the wage-worker secures a 


home of his own ho becomes a better 
citizen in every sense as his interests 
and those of his neighbors become iden- 
tical. The faithfulness with which th< 
shareholders keep up their dues is shown 
by the fact that though nearly four and 
ft-half millions of dollars were loaned iu 
1889 by the 174 associations reported, 
the total amount of forfeitures amounted 
to but 840,501. Tho total number of 
shares reported was 358;255; the num- 
ber of loans 8,940 and the total profit* 
8710,139.
